Tho Skagot Siines.v. 

Tho Seattle Post has conversed with Mr. 
C. II. Sisson, acting recorder for the 
Ruby Creek mining district. He reports 
that :i Mr. Anderson had arrived fit the 
head of navigation on tho Skagot, after 
walking 30miles tlirough tho snow, which 
consumed live days. Anderson reported 
that there were l'J men on Ruby and 
Canyon creeks, engaged principally in 
^prospecting, though some of them wore 
mining on a small scale. Ho reportod 
that the snow in the diggings was about 
5 feet in depth. Mr. Sisson says thero 
are about 15 men, all told, at tho mines 
and on the river. The upper Skaget is 
now at its very lowest stage, so that 
canoe navigation is the only means of 
transportation — lie steamer of however 
light draught, can get up to the portngo. 
He reports a scarcity of canoes on the 
upper river. Sisson brought down with 
him about ?100 in dust, of which Mr. 
Harmon of the New England has §75 on 
exhibition at his hotel. The sample is 
coarse gold and was taken from the Nip 
and Tuck claim on Ruby creok. One of 
the samples is a piece weighing ?1.75, 
and was washed from tho top dirt 80 feet 
above the creek bed. He also has 8-U. r > 
that was taken from Canyon creek by Mr. 
Armstrong. Mr. L. B. Harkness has a 
nugget taken from this claim which 
weighs §8. 

The Seattle I ntelHgmcer has been shown 
800 it. Skaget gold. The largest piece in 
tho lot weighed §1.75, and was found in 
a pan of dirt from a bar eighty feet above 
the level of tho river. On arriving hecu 
the miner sold his dust to Mr. Harmon, 
of tho Now England Hotel. Ho states 
that one party of miners, who remained 
in the mines, lived a month on one meal 
a day, and that meal was bread and water. 
All tho miners have been heard from ex- 
cepting one party who were camped at 
the mouth of Panther Creek. They are 
probably all right as they had enough 
provisions to last till this time, but so far 
have not shown up. Thero is still much 
snow on the route, but every day adds to 
the number who ascend the river bound 
for the mines. The blacksmith and tko 
party of Californians who left Seattle 
about one month ago are camped nt Good- 
ell's, awaiting the disappearance of the 
snow. 



MARINE DISASTER—TOTAL LOSS 
OF THE BARK GENERAL COBB. 

All Sands Savod— Tao C:w Rescued 
by Indians. 

News reached here on Sunday morning 
of the wreck and total loss of the Ameri- 
can bark Gen. Cobb, 048 tons, Oapt. J. L. 
Oliver, on the west coast of this Island. 
Tho vessel was bound for Seabeck, W.T., 
and sailed from San Francisco on tho 2nd 
ult. in ballast. She experienced very 
heavy weather from tho southeast all the 
way up to Capo Flattery, off which point 
she arrived on the 14th. The wind then 
veered round to the S.S.W. and tho 
weather set in thick, foggy and raining. 
On the evening of tho same day at about 8 
q'clock the look out reported breakers on 
the lee bow. Capt. Oliver at onco at- 
tempted to wear tho ship, but owing to 
tho intense thickness of the weather he 
was unable to do so and shortly after- 
wards breakers were again discerned on 
tho loo bow. In a few minutes tho vessel 
ran on a shelving rock, a reef being dead 
ahead and an upright rock on either side. 
Finding that she was bilged anil tilled 
Capt. Oliver lot go both anchors to pre- 
vent her from sliding off into deep 
water. A scantling was then run out on 
to tho rock and ono of tho crow slid down 
it and attempted to mako a landing with 
a lino. His effort, however, was futile, as 
tho heavy sea washed him oil' the rock and 
it was with great difficulty that ho was 
saved. Finding that no landing could he 
made that night the captain and crow 
awaited daylight with great anxiety for 
their safety, as the sea was breaking 
heavily, rendering it utterly out of the 
question to launch a boat. At break of 
day a spar was again rigged out and after 
much risk and hazard all hands reached 
the rock in safety. Here they remained 
for two days and one night. Fortunately 
the disaster was witnessed by three In- 
dians who conveyed the news to Glayquot, 
aad on tho evening of tho 10th a large 
canoe hovo in sight, much to the delight 
of tho isolated crew, who by this time had 
suffered severely and were prepared for 
the worst, knowing I hat at any moment 
the sea might break over the rock on 
which they wero imprisoned. The canoe, 
which contained 14 Indians, after effecting 
a very difficult landing, took tho men 
ashore and conducted them to their 
houses situated on the beach close by. 
Hore tho castaway crow remained for 
two days, after which they were taken by 
the Indians in canoes to Cluyqtiot, whore 
they received every hospitality nt Capt. 
Warren's trading post, in charge of Mr. 
Robt. Turnbull. Previous to this the 
Indians had generously offered Capt. 
Oliver tho uso of a house at their village, 
advising him, however, for his own benefit 
to go to Capt. Warren's post. None of the 
crew understood the nativo language and 
the offer of tho Indians had to be in- 
| terpreted by Mr. Turnbull. Capt. Oliver 
j having decided to go to the trading post 
I the Indians insisted on presosting him 
| and his crew with blankets, mats and pro- 
visions. Ono of tho chiefs, a son 
of Cedar Canim, not wishing to ho 
outdone in genorosity by the head chief, 
Schewish,gavotho captain and crow money, 
which they rccoived with reluctance but 
wero forced to take by the Indiana who 
wished to give evidence of their good 
feeling. After staying at Capt. Warren's 
trading post until Tuesday last Capt. 
Oliver engaged two canoes, manned by 21 
Indians, and the weather having moder- 
ated lie and his crew proceeded to Bar- 
clay Sound where the schooner Alort, be- 
longing to Capt. Frances, was hired to 
bring them to this port. They left Bur- 
clay Sound on Wednesday morning and 
af tor encountering light but foggy southeast 
weather, reached here in safety as above 
mentioned. Tho fust mate and the stew- 
ard of the ill-fated vessel wero left behind 
at Clayquot as owing to exposure to the 
weather and the hardships experienced 
they wero unable to travel. The spot 
where tho Goneral Cobb went ashore is 
about three quarters of a mile to tho east 
of Portland Point, 32 miles distant from 
Capo Bealo light. About a mile and a 
half southeast of this point the bark Mus- 
tang, loaded with a general cargo for Vic- 
toria, was wrecked fourteen years ago. 
Portions of the frame of the vessel are 
still visible. Nothing, however, is now 
to be soon of the Gen. Cobb, as five days 
after she went ashore a heavy Southwest i 
galo sprung up and she was quickly brok- 
en to pieces. She was built at Bath, 
Maine, in tho year 185 I and was owned by 
W. J. Adams of San Francisco. 
Whore she went to pieces she loft two 
anchors with llf> fathoms of chain attach- 
ed to each. These may possibly be re- 
covered. Capt. Oliver reports that in 
latitude 45 ' 55", longitude 120' 40' on the 
11th January he passed the bark Pride 
of England, bound from this port with a 
cargo of lumber and spars. She appear- 
ed to bo in distress as the crew wero 
throwing tho dock-load overboard. Tho 
Gen. Cobb bore down on her, but the 
Prido of England did not ask for assist- ' 
anco. Capt. Oliver speaks very highly of 
the treatment he received nt the hands of I 
the Indians of the West Coast. Also, of. 
the kindness received from Mr. Turnbull, 
Capt. Frances and the United States I 
Consul at this port. Tho crow of the i 
wrecked ship will bo shippod to tho Unit- j 
ed States ns soon as an opportunity offers, j 
In making his roport to the U. S. Gov- 
ernment wo understand that the United 
States Consul has referred to the conduct 
of the Indians in eulogistic terms and has ■ 
rocommended that their humane services 
be properly recognized by the American 
Government. Had it not boon for tho j 
natives all hands would doubtless have 
perished. Thero was no insurance on the | 
lost vessel.

ENGLAND. 

London, Jan. 31.— Popular excite- 
ment in Liverpool over the approach- 
ing election for member of the Houso 
of Commons to Gil tho vacancy caused 
by tho death of John Lock, increases 
daily. Tho Liberals are confident that 
the Home Rule vote, estimated at 
10,000, will give thcin the victory. 
They also have tho vote of the temper- 
ance organization and Lord Derby's 
local influence. The Conservatives de- 
clare that the bargain with tho Home 
Rulers will alienate many Liberals, 
and that their candidate, Whitly, 
is a man of great personal popularity. 
The contest is very keen. Thero will 
bo similar contests shortly nt Sooth - 
wark to fill n vacancy in the House- of 
Commons. South wark has a Liberal 
majority of 5000 on the Birmingham 
plan, and the Liberal candidate will 
likely be a thorough-going Radical. 

Win. H. Smith, First Lord of the 
Admiralty, speaking in Westminster 
lust night, condemned the disposition 
of certain Liberal politicians to coquette 
with the Home Rulers, evidently re- 
ferring to the promise of Lord Ramsay 
to support an inquiry into the question 
of Home Rule in tho Houso of Com 
mons, in return for which the Liver- 
pool Home Rulers promised him their 

YOtO. 

In anticipation of tho state ceremon- 
ial on the 5th February, when the 
Queen will open parliament, arrange- 
ments are preparing for a Royal pro- 
cession to and from Westminster. 

London, Jan. 31. — The Marquis of 
Anglessev, a Liberal member of the 
House of Peers, is dead, aged 59. 

The steamer Bengore, coal-laden, 
bound from Penruth for Gibraltar, 
foundered when two days from port. 
Thirteen of her crew were drowned 
and six saved. 

A violent storm has raged in tho 
Mediterranean for two days past and 
disasters to shipping are feared. 

IRELAND. 
London, Fob. 1. — A inoeting to dis- 
cuss the land tenure question was held 
in County Louth on Sunday at which 
several tncmbors of Parliament were 
present. 

Dublin, Feb. 1. — At a meeting of 
Mansion House committee last night it 
was announced that £33,000 has been 
received to date. The chairman com- 
plained of attacks which had been 
made in America 'on tho contribution 
committee and its mode of distribution. 
It was announced that the committee 
had received £3000 additional from 
Sydney, making the total . from tho 
Australian colonies £21,000. 

LOWER CALIFORNIA. 
The Standard asserts that telegraphic 
instructions have been sent to tho Com- 
mander-in-Chief of tho British naval 
forces in tho Pacific to dispatch a man- 
of war to Lapaz, Lower California, in 
consequence of tho late disturbances 
there, which aro regarded as liable to 
endanger British subjects. 

RUSSIA. 

The Standard's Vienna dispatch re- 
ports that it is rumored in well inform- 
ed circles that Russia has decided to 
increase tho number of her peace and 
war forces, the latter by one hundred 
and fifty thousand men. 

Odessa, Jan. 31. — Tile persons 
charged with the robbery of 1,500,000 
roubles from the government receiver's 
office at Cliorson, South Russia, last 
June, havo been tried by courtmartial. 
Thoy were sentenced to 15 years' im- 
prisonment with hard labor, and the 
woman who originated the scheme was 
sentenced to imprisonment for life with 
hard labor. Two of the accused were 
acquitted. It is supposed that the 
robbery was committed to aid the 
Nihilists' cause. 

FRANCE. 
Paris, Jan. 31. — Pero H'yacinthe 
has asked the Prefect of the Seine to 
grant him the use of the Church of 
Assumption, Rue St. ITonove, occupied 
by tho Polish confraternity. The pere 
pleads that his present church is un- 
suitable, being too amall and too high 
rontocl, and that his work addrossos 



itself to persons requiring religion freo 
from superstition and fanaticism, Tho 
application will doubtless be refused as 
his community occupies exactly, the 
same position as the Protestant free 
churches, which provide their own edi- 
fices and pay thoir own pastors. 

Paris, Jan. 31.— Adolphe DeGran- 
ier de Cassagnac, father of tho well- 
known Bonapartist Deputy Paul de 
Cassagnac, is dead. 

GERMANY. 
Berlin, Jan. 30. — At .the German 
Government's cannon foundry such 
large orders have been recoived that a 
number of fresh hands have been en- 
gaged, all working extra time. 

AUSTRIA. 
Vienna, Jan. 30. — It is reported that 
tho Czarowitch recently remarked to 
some Polish magnates: — "I shall be 
proud to wear your glorious crown ; 
communicate this to your countrymen 
and assure them of the favor of their 
futuro king." 

SPAIN. 

London, Jan. 31. — A rich land- 
owner residing near Barcelona, together 
with his wife, three daughters, a son 
and two women servants, wore all 
found murdered in their bods. Tho 
deed was apparently done with a hatch- 
et. The house was ransacked. A 
swine-herder and his two sons have 
been arrested for tho deed. 

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 

Geneva, Jan. 29. — For the fourth 
time this century Lake Zurich is frozen 
over. Lakes Corat, Neuchatel and 
the river Arvo are also frozen over. 

BnoHARKST, Jan. 29. — A great tiro 
at Jassy has destroyed the administra- 
tive palace and is still raging, and the 
flames have extended to adjacent build- 
ings. 

Paris, Jan. 29. — In the chamber of 
deputies a clause of the bill relating to 
public meetings in favor of political 
clubs, was referred to a committee 
yesterday despite the opposition of 
Lopere, minister of the interrior, by a 
coalition of the right and extreme left. 

Berlin, Jan. 29. — A (ire clamp ex- 
plosion has occurred in the colliery at 
Miessnr, Saxony. Ten of the dead and 
wounded have been taken out of the 
pit. It is behoved that there are five 
corpses in the pit. 

Dublin, Jan. 28. — The nationalists 
of county Mayo have decided to make 
Michael Davitt nnd TIiof. Brennan, 
under indictment for sedition, candi- 
dates for the county for parliament, on 
the understanding that if elected thoy 
shall not take their seatB. The pros- 
pects for their election aro considered 
good. 

Chemnitz, Saxony, Jan. 30. — A 
large spinning manufactory burned, 
throwing out of employment 500 per- 
sons. . 

London, Jan. 30. — The Vatican lias 
sent dispatches to St. Petersburg 
through the papal nuncio at Vienna, 
authorizing bishops in Russia to adopt 
certain provisional rules embodying 
concessions, which it is hoped will 
facilitate the settlement of more im- 
portant questions. 

Rome, Jan. 30. — Telegrams have 
been received stating that Prince Bis- 
marck and the German crown prince 
have agreed that it is advisable to re- 
establish harmony between the Romish 
church and Germany. It is not yet 
known whether Prince Frederick Wil- 
liam will visit the popo. 

Rome, Jan. 30. — Tho pope's health 
s causing anxiety. Ho suffers from 
ifits of shivering aid great prostration, 
but persists in his usual occupations. 

Rome, Jan. 30. — The pope has sent 
10,000 francs for the relief of the dis- 
tressed in Ireland. 

Calcl'tta, Jan. 30. — Intelligence 
from Herat is that Ayoub Khan's Ca- 
bulese troops refuse to accompany him, 
threaten to return to their homes un- 
less their pay is forthcoming. 

London, Jan. 30. — Three deaths this 
week from starvation near Parson- 
town, county Louth, Ireland. 

Paris, Jan, 30. — The Senate has re- 
jected the reactionary amendments to 
the educational bill ; but the vote was 
close, being 142 to 135 and 147 to 
129. The division in the Chamber of 
Deputies on the question favoring a 
political club minority consisted of 71 
conservatives and 106 members of the 
advanced and extreme left. This is ad- 
ditional proof that tho cabinet cannot 
rely upon the support of more than 
half of the advanced left. Eight con- 
servatives and 248 republicans formed 
a majority. 

London, Jan. 27. — A Berlin dis- 
patch says: The Archbishop of Silesia 
has addressed a note to the clergy of 
Prussian Silesia, commenting upon tho 
decree of the Prussian Minister of 
Worship permitting priests to continue 
giving religious instruction to children 
in public schools. The Archbishop ac- 
cepts the permission thus granted. 
This is the first timt since the bogin 
ning of tho church struggle that an 
Archbishop has noticed any decreo of 
the Prussian Minister of Worship. It 
may, therefore, bo expected that other 
bishops will follow this example, and 
that the modus vivandi has actually 
begun. 

Berlin, Jan. 27. — The National 
Ze.ituny, alluding to Parnell's tour in 
America, declares it a disgraceful act 
on the part of Home Rulers to make 
political capita', of thair country's dis- 
tress, thus turning the necessities of 
their starving countrymen to nccount 
for party purposes. 

New York, Jan. 29. — The Graphic 
publishes a dispatch from Odessa con- 
taining a rumor that a Russian trans- 
port vessel, with two thousand troops 
aboard, has been lost in the Caspian 
Sea, and that most, if not all, the 
soldiers perished. 

Berlin, Jan. 29. -Count Von Moltke, 
Chief Marshal of tho German Empire, 
in reply to a correspondent who ra- 
queste 1 him to use his influonco with 



the Emperor for the reduction of tho 
army, writes as follows: "The power 
of the Emperor cannot impress all na- 
tions with a conviction that even a vie 
torious war is a national misfortune. 
That conviction can only be the result 
of the moral education of nations, the 
fruit of which we shall neither of us 
live to see." 

London, Jan. 29. — The Duchess of 
Marlborough characterizes Parnell's 
statements that the fund which hears 
her name only relieves tenants who 
have paid their rent, and that its pro- 
moters have political objects, as gross 
falsehoods. 

Dublin, Jan. 29. — The total sub- 
scription to the Mansion House fund 
foot up £29,000. Forty-nine grants, 
amounting to £1,800, wero made to 
day. The distress is on tho increase. 

London, Jan. 20. — Edward Middle- 
ton Barry, Royal Academician, archi- 
tect of the House of Parliament, the 
New National Gallery, and other im- 
portant structures in London, is dead, 
aged 50. 

Dublin, Jan. 29. — A fire broke out 
in a biscuit factory here to night, and 
is raging violently. The flames are 
spreading rapidly, and the damage 
already reaches £50,000. 

London, Jan. 29.— Sir Win. Erie, 
formerly Chief Justice of Common 
Pleas, is dead, aged 87. 

New York, Jan. 25. — The Herald's 
London cablegram says: — All parties 
of tho State are now marshaling their 
forces preparatory to tho meeting of 
Parliament. Lord Boaconsfielcl holds 
his levees in Downing street, Lord 
Hnrtington in Devonshire House, and 
Gladstone in Hauley street. Tho Lib- 
erals propose a caucus to discuss the 
lino of operations. A vigorous assault 
is to bo marie on tho Government all 
along the line. 

CANADA. 
Ottawa, Jan. 30. — A gravedigger 
had thrown three or four shovelsful of 
sand on the coflin of a small-pox vic- 
tim to-day, when he fancied that he 
hoard a noise. The coflin was raised 
and it was found that the person still 
lived. He was tnkon back to the hos- 
pital. 

Montreal, Jan. 30. — Parnell's visit 
to this city hits been postponed, but it 
is asserted by a morning paper that 
owing to the strong feeling of the pub 
lie against his visit, he will not come 
at all. 

CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, Jan. 28. — Edmond 
L. Gould, a well known lawyer, died 
suddenly from apoplexy this morning. 

EASTERN STATES. 
New York, Jan. 30. — Edison has 
perfected his electric light, and is an- 
noyed by the adverse criticisms of 
scientists.
